In the year 9 Hijri, the following commandment of the Quran 
al-Kareem was revealed: 


Wb sebda álag iE o Ay sale telly 


"O you who believe, the nA are indeed impure, so they 
should not approach Masjid al-Haram after this year” 


(Surah al-Tawba, verse 28) 


According to the predominant opinion, Hajj became obligatory 
in the same year, i.e., in the 9" year of the Hijri calendar. 


However, Rasulullah 282 was reluctant to perform Hajj 


alongside the polytheists (inc. disbelievers and those who 


associate partners with Allah S96 in any and every form), as 
they used to perform Tawaf of the Kaaba in a state of

nakedness. Therefore, in that year, Rasulullah # appointed 
Sayyiduna Abu Bakr al-Siddiq EGGS as the Ameer (leader) of 
Hajj and publicly declared in Masjid al-Haram that no 
polytheist would be allowed to enter its boundaries in the 
future. Once the Haram was purified from the presence of the 
polytheists, Rasulullah eë 


á resolved to undertake the 
pilgrimage in the following year, i.e., in the 10th year of Hijri.

How many times did Rasulullah =% performed Hajj? 
After the Hijrah, Rasulullah performed only one Hajj, 


which occurred in the 10" year of Hijri, known as the Farewell 
Hajj. In a tradition recorded in Tirmizi Shareef, the following is 
narrated by Sayyiduna Jabir IEW: (Sunan al-Tirmizi, H. 815, p. 153)

Verily, Rasulullah ZEE completed three Hajj pilgrimages, two 
before his migration and one after it, with an Umrah performed 


during the last one’. 
Hafiz Ibn e Hajar Gish, in Fathul Baari, asserts without 
doubt that Rasulullah 8 did not forsake Hajj while he 
resided in Makkah.

When Rasulullah <2 expressed the intention of Hajj 


When Rasulullah 428 resolved to perform Hajj in the 10" year 
of the Hijri, he announced to the people his intention to 
undertake the pilgrimage. This news swiftly spread far and 
wide and throughout the vicinity of Madinah Munawwarah, 
prompting believers from all corners to converge on the blessed 
city. The influx of people was so immense that the roads 
became filled, teeming with countless pilgrims eager to join 


Rasulullah’s 4% caravan on this blessed journey. 


Accompanying him were his noble wives ORUS, and as the 


journey progressed, more and more individuals oiua to 
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join the procession. Imam Nasai G&wh2 narrates on the 
authority of Sayyiduna Jabir “ls that when the Rasulullah 


WE announced his intention to perform Hajj, such was the 


response that there remained scarcely anyone who was capable, 
either by mount or foot, but did not heed the call. (Sunan Nasa't - 
Hadith No. 2757, p. 669) 

Everywhere one looked, ahead, behind, to the right and left, 
there were only people as far as the eye could see. Their 
numbers were beyond counting. In his previous battle, the 
Battle of Tabuk, the participants numbered 100,000. The 
farewell Hajj took place after the battle of Tabuk and most 
likely this figure increased during the pilgrimage. Various 
traditions estimate the number of pilgrims differently; some 
suggest 114,000, others 124,000, while yet another account 
places the figure at 130,000. (Hujjatal Wadaa Umraatun Nabi © p. 18) 


The commencement of the journey 


BE instructed 


Before embarking on this journey, Rasulullah & 
regarding the designated boundaries (Meeqaat), as narrated by 
Ibn e Majah on the authority of Sayyiduna Jabir Sul that 
Rasulullah S said: 


‘The people of Madinah are to assume Ihram from Zul Hulayfah, 
the people of Al-Sham from Al-Juhfa, the people of Yemen from 
Yalamlam, the people of Najd from Qarn, and the people of the 

East from their respective tribes.’ 
(Sunan Ibn e Majah - Hadith No.2915, p.317) 


Additionally, in Sahih al-Bukhari, Sayyiduna Ibn Umar

people of Madinah should do so from Zul Hulayfah ...

A man stood up and asked the Nabi of Allah E8 


Prior to departure, he appointed Sayyiduna Abu Dujaana and 


possibly Sayyiduna Saba’ bin Arfata IKUS as his deputies in 
Madinah. (Seerat Ibn Hisham, p. 601 V2) 


Setting out from Madinah via al-Shajarah during the day, a 
significant location linked with the birth of Muhammad bin 
Abu Bakr “6, the son of Hadhrat Abu Bakr “6, from 
the womb of Hadhrat Asma bint Umays WWG, It was 
marked by an acacia tree situated six miles away from Madinah 


and it was common for the Nabi of Allah £8 to stop there for 


purposes of adorning his Ihram. (Mu’jam al-Buldaan, p. 325, vol. 3) 


They departed from Madinah Munawwarah on a Saturday after 
Zuhr, either on the 24" or as per the preferred opinion on the 
25" of Zul Qa'dah. There were 29 days in that particular 
month and the first of Zul Hijjah was a Thursday. The Nabi of 
Allah 2% reached Makkah Mukarramah four days later on 
Sunday the 4" of Zul Hijjah; and the 9th of Zul-Hajj i.e. the 


day of Arafat, fell on a Friday. (Al Bidayah Wan Nihayah, p. 414, vol. 11) 


Before departing from Madinah, Rasulullah 28 performed 
four Rak’aat of the Zuhr prayer and delivered a sermon, 


guiding the people regarding the regulations of Ihram. This 


occurred during the 10" year of the Hijra. Rasulullah &2% 
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dressed in humble attire, his blessed hair neatly brushed, and oil 
applied. Upon leaving Madinah Munawwarah, he halted at Zul- 
Hulayfah to establish camp. 


Staying at Zul Hulayfah 
Zul Hulayfah is located about eight or nine kilometres from 
Madinah Munawwarah. Nowadays, it is commonly known as 
Be’er Ali, and the entire area is referred to as Wadi e Aqeeq. 


Upon his arrival at Zul Hulayfah, Rasulullah 282 prayed two 
Rak’aat of the Asr. He then performed the Maghrib and Isha 
there, spending the night at this location. The following day, he 
also performed the Fajr and Zuhr there. All the noble wives 
(Ummahat ul Mu’mineen) ASW of Rasulullah HE were 
also on this journey with him. At night he visited all his wives 


and thereafter Rasulullah 4 took a bath (Ghusl of Janabat). 


Later, when he decided to enter into the state of Ihram, he 
performed a separate Ghusl. During this ritual, he used soap 
and applied perfume to his blessed body. Umm ul Mu’mineen, 


lear 


Sayyidatuna Ayesha EGW applied fragrance with her own 


hands upon Rasulullah 282, which was emanating from his 


blessed hair and beard. (Sahih al-Bukhari - Hadith No. 1464, 1465, p. 558) 


Additionally, Rasulullah 28 performed Talbeed. This act 
refers to the application of a special resin to the hair so that it 
neatens the hair, and it does not remain untidy or attract any 


form of lice etc. Thereafter, Rasulullah 4 donned the two 


sheets of the Ihram and performed two Raka’at Salat. 


There are differing opinions as to whether these two Rak’aat 


were either for Zuhr or Nafil for Ihram. Rasulullah 4282 made 
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intention for both Hajj and Umrah, as if Rasulullah 282 was 
entering into the state of Ihram for the Qiran Hajj.

From where did Rasulullah 2£& proclaimed his Talbiyah and 
intention for Ihram? There are three distinct narrations on this 


subject matter: 


1. From the place of prayer (Salaah) 
2. When mounting his horse or 
3. Upon ascending to the high-rise of Baida. 


Before making the intention of Ihram, Rasulullah S8 placed a 
garland around the sacrificial animals and marked the hump 
with colour, serving as a distinctive sign for those who were 


viewing from afar that these are sacrificial animals. 
(Sahih Al Muslim — Hadith No. 1243, pg. 495) 


Rasulullah 42 performed Hajj e Qiran 
As affirmed by more than twenty authentic Ahadeeth, 
Rasulullah 48% performed Qiran Hajj. Ibn Katheer Veh 
has collected these narrations in his magnum-opus, al-Bidaayah 
Wan Nihaaya. Furthermore, he has elaborated upon and 
clarified other narrations which may seem contradictory to this 


view. 


Rasulullah 8 granted the companions “6S permission to 
choose the Ihram for the type of Hajj they preferred. Upon 
reaching Makkah Mukarramah, those without sacrificial

animals were advised by Rasulullah %6 to annul the Ihram for 


Hajj and substitute it into the Ihram of Umrah. 
(Sahih Al Muslim - Hadith No. 1209, pg. 476) 
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While the caravan was stationed at Zul Hulayfah, the wife of 
Abu-Bakr “6a, Asmaa Bint Umays EBW gave birth to 
their son, Muhmmad Ibn Abu Bakr 645, When she queried 
the ruling through her husband, Rasulullah 28 stated that she 


should take a Ghusl (ritual purification) and enter the state of 
Thram. 


While adorning the Ihram, Rasulullah 2 supplicated, asking 
Allah to accept the Hajj and to keep it without ostentation or 
fame through the following Dua. (Sunan Ibn Majah Hadith No. 2890, p. 314)

O Allah, (enable me to make) Hajj with no Riya’ (show-off in the 
sense of desire that others witness one’s good acts) or Sum’ah (show- 
off related to desire that others hear about one’s good acts) in it. 


Cupping of Rasulullah 2 blessed feet

When Rasulullah %8 reached Malal, he performed cupping of 
his blessed feet. Malal is located between Makkah Mukarramah 
and Madinah Munawwarah. It is mentioned in Mv’jam al- 


Buldaan that it is 28 miles from Madinah Munawwarah. 
(Mujam al-Buldan (p. 194, vol. 5) 


Hunting of a white antelope 


As Rasulullah 8 reached Rauha, situated approximately 74 


kilometres away from Madinah Munawwarah (which is still 
known by the same name), he encountered a wounded white 


antelope. Rasulullah “8 instructed the companions to leave it 
be until its owner (i.e. the one who has been hunting it) 


arrives. 
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Shortly after, a man from the Bahz tribe, who had inflicted the 
kill-shot, approached, and deferred the decision to Rasulullah

85, saying, "O Messenger of Allah, it is for you to decide 


what you wish to do about it." 


In response, Rasulullah Œ instructed Sayyiduna Abu Bakr 


“Gals to distribute the meat. Since the person who had 
hunted the antelope was not in the state of Ihram, Rasulullah 


WE did not prohibit consuming its meat. (Sunan Nasai, H. 2814, p. 679)

Thereafter, Rasulullah %8 journeyed towards Athayah, a 
location en route to Jufah, approximately 25 Farsakhs or 75 


miles away from Madinah. (Mw’jam al-Buldaan, p. 90, vol. 1) 


Ruling of hunting while in the state of Ihram 


At Athayah, Rasulullah 8 encountered a deer with arrows 
lodged in its body, resting in the shade of a sand dune. 


However, due to uncertainty regarding whether the hunter of 
the deer was in the state of Ihram, the Nabi of Allah 22% 


forbade anyone from approaching it, adhering to the Quranic 


injunction: (Al-Maida, verse 95)

"Do not kill the hunted while you are in the state of Ihram”.

Rasulullah S8 emphasized the prohibition of hunting while in 
Ihram, as per the sacred laws, for if anyone does hunt an animal 
during Ihram, it will fall in the category of carrion (Murdaar). 


Cupping of Rasulullah’s 2 blessed head 
While traveling, Rasulullah 8 performed cupping of his 


blessed head at a location called Lahyu Jamal. 
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Sayyiduna Abdullah bin Abbas “wl narrates that 


Rasulullah Æ had cupping performed on his head due to a 


headache he developed near a water place at Lahyu Jamal.

As they settled down, Sayyiduna Abu Bakr EWG awaited his 
slave's return with food and drink.

Concerned, 
Sayyiduna Abu Bakr “ls questioned the whereabouts of 
the camel. The slave admitted that it had gone missing since the 
previous evening. Frustrated by his negligence, Sayyiduna Abu 
Bakr “Gil reprimanded the slave, expressing his displeasure

through physical chastisement. Rasulullah H smiled and said: 
po alap Aes Mls sal 
Look at this Muhrim! What he is doing. 


(Abu Dawud - Hadith No. 1818, p. 212) 
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It is recorded in Zarqani that upon hearing of the lost camel, 
the family of Fadhalah Aslami “6% presented a container of 
sweets to Rasulullah 4%. Upon which Rasulullah 28 said ‘O 
Abu Bakr! Look, Allah SIS has provided an excellent meal 


for us.’

Despite this gesture, Sayyiduna Abu Bakr “wl remained 


visibly upset with his attendant. In response, Rasulullah Eg 
consoled him, reminding him that ultimately, control over 
matters lies not with them, but with Allah. Rasulullah 42% 


said: ‘O Abu Bakr, remain calm! You and I do not have control 
over this matter.’ 


Soon after, Hadhrat Sa'ad and Hadhrat Abu Qais @2\saile 

arrived with a camel, laden with all sorts of provisions. 
Sayyiduna Sa’ad “wl said, ‘O the Nabi of Allah E! We 
heard that the camel carrying your luggage is missing; please 


accept this camel with the loaded provision.’ Rasulullah 8!

expressed his gratitude and informed them that his camel has 


been found and Rasulullah 2% invoked blessings upon them 


both. (Sharh al-Zarqani, p. 359, vol. 11) 


At Abwa 
Rasulullah 4282 


86 continued his journey until he reached a place 


called Abwa. Zargani Uh has noted that there is a distance 
of 23 miles between Abwa and Juhfah. There is an elevated 
mountain at this location, where the respected mother of 


Rasulullah 2% passed away and is buried. 
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During their stay at Abwa, Sa’ab bin Jathama presented the 


thigh of an antelope to Rasulullah 2€8 as a gift. However, 


Rasulullah 28 declined the offering and returned it.

Following this, he <8 arrived at Sarf, a location situated 
approximately 9 to 12 miles away. One notable event at Sarf 
was the marriage of Rasulullah 8 to Ummul Mu’mineen 
Maymunah EBW during his journey for Umra tul Qadha. 
Upon the return journey, the marriage was consummated at 
this site, and subsequently, the burial place of Hadhrat 
Maymunah eal was established at the same place. As per 
the authentic narrations, she passed away in the 51" year of the 
Hijri calendar. 


During their stay in Sarf, Umm ul Mu’mineen Ayesha's 
Kw menses commenced. She recounted that upon 
reaching Sarf during the Hajj pilgrimage, her menstrual cycle 


began. Distressed, she started crying. Rasulullah SE% i 
about her tears, to which she expressed concern about missing

reassured her, stating:

Thereafter, he completed the rest of Sa’ee while mounting his 
camel due to the massive crowd so that his loving followers 
could lay their eyes on his blessed countenance. Finally, he 
completed the Sa’ee at Marwah.

After completing the Sa'ee, Rasulullah “£8 firmly instructed 


his companions who were without sacrificial animals to come 
out of their Ihram by either trimming their hair short or 
shaving the head. Consequently, those companions without 
sacrificial animals followed suit and opened their Ihram, while 
those with sacrificial animals remained in the state of Ihram. 


Even from amongst the noble wives of Nabi #8! those who 
did not bring sacrificial animals followed the instruction and 
came out of the state of Ihram. This ruling aimed to 
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accommodate those without sacrificial animals and to ensure 
the smooth progression of their Hajj journey. (Bukhari, Hadith 1486) 


During this event, Rasulullah “8 expressed a sentiment of 
understanding and reassurance to his companions. He 
remarked that had he known about the ensuing events, he 
would not have brought a sacrificial animal and would have 
performed Umrah instead.

This statement aimed to console the noble companions, as they 
would be distraught if they could not follow the practice of 
Rasulullah 2% and also to affirm the companions' adherence 
to his example, ensuring their satisfaction with his guidance. 


At this point (i.e. after concluding Sa’ee between Safa and 
Marwah), Rasulullah 8 underwent the ritual of shaving his 
head. Following this, he fervently prayed for forgiveness three 
times for those who shaved their heads and once for those who 
trimmed their hair. This prayer was also recited during the 
Umrah of Hudaybiyyah in some traditions. (Bukhari, Hadith No. 1640)

In this sermon, Rasulullah 4% announced the abolishment of 


the blood money of Ibn Rabi’ah and he also announced the 
abolition of usury and declared that the usury of Abbas bin 
Abdul Muttalib was the first to be abolished. In his sermon, he 
emphasized the abolishment of the practices stemming from 
the pre-Islamic era, proclaiming, "Every practice of ignorance is 
now beneath my feet." 


After concluding his sermon, Rasulullah 4% instructed Bilal 
“Gal to call the Adhan and Iqamah for prayer. He then 
performed two rak’ah of Zuhr, followed immediately by two 
rak'ah for Asr. Subsequently, he rode his camel Qaswa to the 
Mawgaf, near the rocks beneath Jabal al-Rahmah, where he 
fervently prayed and supplicated, shedding tears in humility 
before Allah SDS. Rasulullah 48% supplicated in such a 
manner that is similar to a hungry person asking for assistance 
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from a benevolent and generous patron. His hands were raised, 
and he cried profusely while engaging in Dua until sunset.

Rasulullah EE said, “O my Rabb, if You will, then grant Paradise 
to the one who is wronged, and forgive the wrongdoer.” No 
response came (that evening). The next day at Muzdalifah he 
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repeated the supplication, and his Dua was granted. He (the 
narrator) said: “Rasulullah EEE laughed,” or he said, “He smiled.” 
Abu Bakr Hki and Umar Beal said to him: May my 
father and mother be sacrificed for you; this is not a time when you 
usually laugh. What made you laugh; may Allah make your years 
filled with laughter’? 


He said: ‘The enemy of Allah, Iblis, when he came to know that 
Allah answered my prayer and has forgiven my nation, took some 
dust and threw it on his head, uttering cries of woe and doom, and 

what I saw of his anguish made me laugh.’ 
(Sunan Ibn Majah, Hadith 3013, Pg. 327)

However, there arose a moment of misunderstanding 
among some companions, questioning whether the Nabi of 
Allah SES was observing the fast or not.

and his right hand urging ae faithful to maintain peace and 


decorum, Rasulullah exemplified tranquillity and 


instructed: 


HSN Khe peal 
O people! Maintain calmness! 
(Sunan Al Tirmizi, Hadith 885, Pg 163) 


Throughout the journey, Rasulullah 8 continued reciting the 
Talbiyah, pausing only momentarily to dismount, relieve 
himself and perform ablution. When Sayyiduna Osama “sil 


inquired about prayer, Rasulullah 8 directed him forward, 
indicating that the prayer would be performed upon reaching 


Muzdalifah. (Sahih Bukhari, Hadith 139, Pg. 65) 


Rasulullah S proceeded from ‘Arafat till he reached the 
mountain pass, where he dismounted, relieved himself, and 
then performed ablution. I (Sayyiduna Osama) said to him, "Is 
it the time for the prayer, O Allah's Nabi?" 


He said, "The (place of) prayer is ahead of you." He rode till he 
reached Muzdalifah, he dismounted and performed ablution 
and a perfect one, the Iqamah was raised, and he led the 
Maghrib prayer. In the meanwhile, his camel was made to sit 
down. Then the Iqama was raised for the 'Isha' prayer which 


Rasulullah 28 led and no prayer was offered in between the 


two prayers (‘Isha' and Maghrib). 
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Muzdalifah is a place located between Arafat and Mina that is 
included within the borders of the Haram; its other name is 


> 


Jaw. 


Notably, Rasulullah Æ granted permission to the 
womenfolk, children, and elderly among the Ahl e Bayt (his 
family) to depart for Mina at night, cautioning them not to 
perform Rami before sunrise. This compassionate gesture 
highlights Rasulullah’s 8 consideration for the vulnerable 
members of his community. (Sunan Al Tirmizi, Hadith 893, Pg 164)

Hence, Sayyiduna Abdullah Ibn Abbas SGUS narrates:

Imam Tahawi isk narrates on the authority of Ibn Abbas 
Ew that Rasulullah SE instructed Abbas Sous;

‘Depart with the womenfolk and weak ones from my family, so 
that they may perform the Fajr prayer in Mina’. 
(Sharh Ma’aaniyul Aathaar, Hadith 3972, Pg. 215, Volume 2) 
In the tranquillity of Muzdalifah, Rasulullah rested and did 
not perform Tahajjud prayers during that night. As soon as it 
was early dawn, Rasulullah {8 performed the Fajr Salaah at its 
earliest time. Thereafter, he travelled to Mash’ar ul Haraam 
where he engaged in fervent supplication, remembering and 
praising Allah SES. It was here that his prayer for the 
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ummah, previously unfulfilled in Arafat, found acceptance, as 
recounted in Sunan Ibn Majah. 


Leaving Muzdalifah 
As dawn approached, Rasulullah 8! departed Muzdalifah, 
adhering to his practice of leaving before sunrise. Contrary to 


the custom of the pre-Islamic era, Rasulullah 2% chose not to 
delay departure until the sun was visible atop Mount Thabeer, 


thereby setting a new precedent for the Hajj pilgrimage. 


This departure from Muzdalifah before sunrise was also 
observed by Hadhrat Umar “tls, emulating Rasulullah E 


example for subsequent generations. 


Abu Dawud has recorded the following statement of Sayyiduna 
Umar Sbimils:

The disbelievers during the pre-Islamic era, would not leave 
Muzdalifah until the sun rose above mount Thabeer. The Nabi of 
Allah EE opposed their practice and departed before sunrise. 


(Sunan Abu Dawud, Hadith 1938, Pg. 224) 


And in Bukhari Shareef, Hadhrat Amr Ibn Maymoon “wl 
narrates the following:

During the journey from Muzdalifah to Mina, Sayyiduna Fadhl 
bin Abbas IKUS joined Rasulullah 4% on his mount, while 
Hadhrat Usamah EGGS travelled on foot. Sayyiduna Ibn 
Abbas 4% narrates the following as recorded in Bukhari:

Both of them have narrated that 
Rasulullah ZEE did not stop reciting the Talbiyah until he pelted 


the Jamarah of “Aqabah. (Sahih Bukhari, Hadith 1602, Pg. 605)

instructed to collect the pebbles for the pelting of the Jamaraat 


and it was on the same route that a woman from the tribe of

The valley of Muhassar 


8 traversed the valley of Muhassar, he 


As Rasulullah 
hastened his camel forward. Situated between Mina and 
Muzdalifah, Muhassar was neither a part of Mina nor 
Muzdalifah. It was commonly believed to be a site of divine 
retribution, where the army of the elephant was destroyed. 


Some narrations suggest that this valley was associated with 
past incidents of divine wrath, such as the shower of fire upon a 


man. Nabi Muhammad #82, following his blessed habit of 
hastening through places marked by divine punishment, swiftly 


passed through Muhassar, a practice reminiscent of his journey 
through the settlements of Thamud during the expedition of 


Tabuk. Some have suggested that Rasulullah S% made haste 
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through this valley, in opposition of the disbelievers as they 
used to halt and remain there. 


Upon reaching Mina, Rasulullah 282 first approached the 
Jamarah of Aqabah, riding his camel with determination. As 
the sun ascended, he faced the Jamarah of ‘Aqabah and 
commenced the ritual of stoning, proclaiming Takbeer with 
each pebble cast. With the Ka’bah on his left and Mina on his 
right, he continued the stoning ritual. Until the first pebble of 
Rami was thrown, he kept on reciting the Talbiyah. This 
tradition was echoed by Sayyiduna Abdullah bin Masood 
Gal, who emulated Rasulullah’s & actions during the 


stoning r itual. (Sahih Al Muslim Hadith No. 1296, Pg 512) 


Accompanied by Hadhrat Bilal “mls and Hadhrat Osamah 
AE, Rasulullah SÆ performed the stoning ritual at 
Jamarah of ‘Aqabah during the Farewell Hajj. While one 
companion led the camel, the other shielded the Nabi of 


Allah’s #8 blessed head from the sun.

Amidst the ritual, Rasulullah “8 imparted profound wisdom, 
emphasizing the importance of obedience to a ruler who

82 mentioned the false messiah, Dajjal and 
emphasized on the accountability for one's deeds, cautioning 


against straying from the right path after his departure. 


Rasulullah #8 imparted many other such advice and reminded 
the people of their responsibilities and urged them to convey 
his message to others. 


He then addressed the congregation, bidding farewell, 
recognizing that this would be his final gathering of such a 


E799 


magnitude. Rasulullah 4% knew that this will be his farewell 
Hajj as Surah Nasr was revealed unto him during the days of 


Tashreeq, which indicated his departure from this world. 


This Hajj is also known as Hajjatul Balagh, as Nabi 282 asked 
‘Did I convey the message of Deen unto you?” It is also known 
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as Hajjatul Islam, as for the first time, everyone who performed 
Hajj were adherents of Islam and there was not one single 
disbeliever or idolater amongst the congregation. Lastly, 
another title of this Hajj is ‘Hajjatul Kamaal’ due to the 
proclamation of the completion and perfection of Deen 
through the verse: 


Ep Aa 53 gots ale Liaise ILLS asa 
This day I have perfected for you your religion and completed My 
favour upon you and have approved for you Islam as religion. 
(Surah al-Maida, verse 3) 
Thereafter, Nabi WŒ allocated each tribe their dwellings for 
their stay in Mina. Thus, in the narration of Abu Dawud, 
Hadhrat Abdurrahman Ibn Mu’aadh al-Taymi “wl 


narrates:

Rasulullah KE addressed us when we were at Mina. Our ears were 
open (we were attentive), and we were listening to what he was 
saying, while we were in our dwellings. 

He began to teach them the rites of Hajj till he reached the 
injunction of throwing pebbles at the Jamaraat (pillars at Mina). 
He placed his forefingers in his ears and said: Throw small pebbles. 
He then commanded the Emigrants (Muhajireen) to station 
themselves. They stationed themselves before the mosque. He then 
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commanded the Helpers (Ansar) to encamp. They encamped behind 


the mosque. Thereafter the people encamped. 
(Sunan Abu Dawud , Hadith 1957, pg. 225) 


Staying in Mina and the slaughter of Hajj 
pa 


At Mina, Rasulullah &# performed the sacrificial rites of Hajj, 


slaughtering sixty-three camels, as per the number of years of 
his blessed life, with his own hands, accompanied by Hadhrat 
Ali 46 who brought additional camels. Rasulullah 223! 
slaughtered the same 63 camels he brought along from Madinah 
Munawwarah and Hadhrat Ali “il slaughtered the rest 
that he brought from Yemen, thus making it a 100 in total. As 


recorded in Tirmizi Shareef, Sayyiduna Jabir @wl narrates 
the following:

E EAA sie SEG ae 
Rasulullah ZE performed Hajj three times. He performed Hajj 
twice before his emigration, and he performed one Hajj after he 


emigrated, and these were accompanied by Umrah. So, he drove 
sixty-three sacrificial animals (Budn) and Ali came from Yemen 
with the rest of them... (Sunan Tirmizi, Hadith 815. Pg. 153) 
Various hadiths report the number of camels slaughtered by 


Rasulullah %8, their condition, and whether anyone assisted 


him in the process. The reconciliation amongst all of these 


narrations is as follows; Rasulullah & personally slaughtered 


thirty camels without any assistance, while Hadhrat Ali 
Aa aided him in slaughtering thirty-three camels. 
Subsequently, Hadhrat Ali HÉA took charge of slaughtering 


the remaining camels. 
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The scene during the slaughtering of these camels was 
undeniably captivating. Rather than scattering or resisting, the 
camels seemed drawn to Rasulullah &# as if each one desired 
to be sacrificed by the blessed hands of our beloved Nabi SES, 
an act of profound devotion to him. This remarkable 
observation is recorded in Abu Dawud Shareef by Hadhrat 
Abdullah bin Qurt 8a, who recounts:

Five or six sacrificial camels were brought to rasulullah ZE, and 
they began drawing nearer to him to be slaughtered first. (Abu Dawud, 
Hadith 1765. Pg. 206)

Rasulullah ZEE instructed Ali EWES to be in charge of the 
sacrificial animals, and he instructed him to distribute all of his 
sacrifice; its meat, it’s hide and saddle blanket, and instructed that 
the butcher’s wages should not be paid from the sacrificial animals. 
(i.e. All of it should be given in charity and none should profit from 
it, and the Nabi of Allah ZE will dispense the butcher’s wages 
separately) (Sahih Bukhari, Hadith 1630, pg. 613) 


Rasulullah {85 granted permission for the meat of the 
sacrificial animals to be consumed. Hence, Hadhrat Jabir 
IEH narrates: 


Sas alagad Log ats ema plies p12. EVES 
3530S 
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We did not eat the flesh of our sacrificial animals beyond three days 
in Mina. Then Allah's Messenger ZEE permitted us saying: “Eat 
and make it a provision (for our journey).” Hence, we ate from it 


and brought it back with us (to Madinah Munawwarah). (Sahih 
Bukhari, Hadith 1632, Pg. 614) 


In the narration of Muslim Shareef, Rasulullah 8 instructed 
Ali HEES to slaughter the remaining camels and ordered that 
a piece from every camel that had been slaughtered be brought 
and placed in a pot; then they ate from its meat and drank some 
of the broth. Furthermore, as per the narration of Abu Dawud 
narrated by Hadhrat Abu Hurairah “ul, Rasulullah EB 


slaughtered a cow on behalf of his wives who performed 


Umrah. (Abu Dawud, H 1751, p 205) 


Rasulullah ZEE slaughtered a cow on behalf of all his wives who 
had performed 'Umrah (during the Farewell Hajj) 
Hadhrat Jabir bin Abdullah HEAS narrates that Rasulullah 
8 slaughtered a cow separately for Ummul Mu’mineen 
Ayesha Gini, This narration is recorded in Muslim Shareef.

Staying In Mina and shaving the head 

After completing the sacrificial rites, Rasulullah 28 called for 
a barber who then shaved the blessed head of Rasulullah 6%:

Thereafter, Rasulullah 
WE divided the hair, giving one side to Hadhrat Abu Talha 
PEUS exclusively and instructing the distribution of the 
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other side among the gathered people, as mentioned in Sahih 
Muslim.

Rasulullah 2% also spent the night in Mina. 


The days of Tashreeq and the pelting of the Jamaraat 
On the 11" of Dhu Hijjah, Rasulullah 48% waited until the sun 
had passed its zenith before proceeding on foot towards the 


Jamaraat. He stoned the first Jamarah, prayed for a long time; 
he supplicated for the duration that Surah Baqarah would be 
recited, repeated the ritual with the second Jamarah, but did 
not supplicate or wait after stoning the third Jamarah. During 
the days of Tashreeq, he stayed in Mina and, as recorded in 
Sahih Bukhari, he would complete the rite of pelting the 
Jamaraat when the sun had passed its zenith. 


Ibn Umar “2655 narrates:

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We would be waiting and when the sun had passed its zenith, we 
would pelt the Jamaraat. (Sahih Bukhari, Hadith 1659, Pg. 621)

The revelation of Surah al-Nasr

Mina, where he delivered two sermons. Imam Tirmizi UWwh2 
has narrated that Sayyiduna Ibn Abbas Ew said:

Staying in Muhassab and the farewell Tawaf 
Following the pelting of the 13" of Dhu al-Hijjah, they left 
Mina and arrived at Muhassab. It is recorded in Mu’jam al- 
Buldaan that Muhassab is also known as Abtah, Bathaa, and 
Khaif Bani Kinana. Rasulullah & 


ge had already informed 
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everyone of this while he was in Mina. Hence, Sayyiduna Abu

Abdullah bin Umar PES narrated in Sahih al-Bukhari that 
whenever Rasulullah SE returned from a campaign, Hajj or 
Umrah, he would proclaim " »5\4\\" thrice on every elevation. (Sahih 
Al Bukhari, Hadith 1703, Pg. 637) 

After returning to Madinah Munawwarah, Rasulullah SEG 
stayed there for about two months before leaving this 
ephemeral world and returning to Allah SÉIS. Subsequently, 
Sayyiduna Abu Bakr “im became the first caliph. During 
his first year of Khilafah, Sayyiduna Abu Bakr SEs 
appointed Hadhrat Umar “ius as Ameer ul Hajj (Leader of 
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Hajj). In the second year of Khilafah, he performed Hajj as 
Ameer ul Hajj and then he also passed away. 


Sayyiduna Umar IEW succeeded him as the second caliph 
and in his first year of caliphate, he appointed Hadhrat Abd al- 
Rahman Ibn ‘Awf Ew as the Ameer ul Hajj. Thereafter, 
Hadhrat Umar 8%) continued to perform Hajj and fulfilled 
the duty of Ameer ul Hajj himself for ten years. During his last 
year, he ensured that special arrangements were made so that 
that the noble wives of Rasulullah & 


#8 who were still alive 
could also perform Hajj. 


Following Hadhrat Umar's bl assassination, Sayyiduna 
Uthman Gils became the third Caliph. During the first year 
of his caliphate, he appointed Abd al-Rahman Ibn ‘Awf 
Gul as the Ameer ul Hajj and when he was placed under 
house arrest by the rebels, he deputed Ibn Abbas “il as the 
Ameer ul Hajj. 


After Sayyiduna Uthman's EGS martyrdom, Hadhrat Ali 
Aw became the fourth Caliph. Although Sayyiduna Ali 
“Gul used to perform Hajj frequently before assuming the 
Caliphate, he did not have the opportunity to do so during his 
tenure as the fourth Caliph of Islam.

These sermons are documented in several traditions. As per 


some narrations, the exact time and place where Rasulullah S68 
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delivered these sermons are known although with regards to 
some of the sermons there is a lack of clarity in this regard. 
However, that much is certain that all these sermons were 
delivered by Rasulullah “£8 during the farewell Hajj, hence 
they are being compiled under the title ‘The sermons of the 
farewell Hajj’. 


By the grace of Allah Ta’ala, we hope and pray that Allah 
OG bestows His blessings upon both the compiler and the 
readers, enabling them to benefit from the invaluable advice 
contained within these sermons. Ameen. 


Among these traditions, the ones from the authentic collections 
known as Sihah Sitta will be discussed first, followed by 
traditions found in other authentic books of Ahadith accessible 
to the compiler.
